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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  UNIFORM  NUMBERING  COMMITTEE 

At  the  March  1988  Town  Meeting,  the  voters  approved  a  motion  that 
the  Selectmen  appoint  a  committee  to  prepare  a  plan  for  a  uniform 
numbering  system  for  the  residences,  businesses  and  other  build- 
ings of  the  town.   Several  volunteers  came  forth  to  form  the 
committee:   Albert  Belanger,  Lois  De Young,  Rita  Guarino,  Gail 
White,  and  myself.   Jason  Gallant,  a  Boy  Scout,  offered  his  help 
as  part  of  an  Eagle  Scout  project. 

As  a  group,  we  found  we  worked  well  together.   This  was  fortunate, 
because  it  was  new  territory  for  us  all,  and  much  brainstorming 
and  pencil  work  was  necessary  before  we  went  out  on  the  roads. 
There  are  some  3  5  roads  in  Brentwood.   The  time  required  to  meas- 
ure them  varied  from  half  an  hour  to  three  and  a  half  hours  each. 
By  the  1989  Town  Meeting  the  Selectmen  will  have  the  completed 
plan  for  the  current  buildings,  and  guidelines  for  assigning 
numbers  in  the  future. 

We  consulted  area  postmasters  for  the  basic  procedures.   We 
owe  thanks  to  the  Rockingham  Planning  Commission  for  an  updated 
map  of  Brentwood,  and  many  thanks  to  Lois  De Young  for  her  draft- 
ing knowledge  and  the  resources  to  provide  us  with  enlarged  seg- 
ments of  the  map.   Thanks  also  to  Bell  &  Flynn  of  Exeter  for 
lending  a  measuring  wheel.   And  many,  many  thanks  to  our  family 
members  and  neighbors  who  assisted  with  the  road  measuring. 

Altogether,  this  effort  produced  a  plan  that  many  towns  have  paid 
several  thousand  dollars  to  have  done.   We  hope  everyone  will 
benefit  from  it.

School  District  Meeting 
Brentwood,  NH  March  23.  1987 


The  Brentwood  School  District  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Brentwood  Fire 

Hall  on  March  23,1987. 

Moderator  Bill  Vahey  opened  the  meeting  at  7:40  PM . 

A  motion  was  made  and  duly  seconded  to  waive  the  reading  of  the  warrant. 
The  motion  was  carried  by  a  voice  vote. 

Article  I.  A  motion  was  made  and  duly  seconded  to  table  Article  I  untill 
after  Article  10.  The  motion  was  carried  by  a  voice  vote. 

Article  2.   To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($5,000.00)  for  the  purpose  of 
selecting  and  retaining  an  architectural  firm  to  develop  and  prepare 
drawings  and  plans  for  modifications  and  any  necessary  additions  to 
the  Swasey  School.  A  motion  was  made  by  Mary  Datro  and  seconded  by 
Don  Milner  to  move  the  question.  There  was  some  discussion  concerning 
what  was  meant  by  drawings  and  how  the  process  would  be  controlled. 
The  Article  was  carried  by  a  voice  vote. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  Forty-Two  Thousand  and  Fifty-Three  Dollars  ($42,053.00)  for 
the  removal   and  installation  of  ceiling  tiles,  insulation,  lighting 
and  associated  electrical  work  in  the  second  floor  and  cafeteria, 
and  the  purchase  and  installation  and  modification  of  fire  doors 
and  their  associated  electrical  work;  enabling  the  Swasey  School  to 
meet  fire ^safety  code  regulations.  A  motion  was  made  by  Don  Milner 
and  seconded  by  Mary  Datro  to  move  the  question. 

Moderator  Vahey  advised  those  present  that  he  had  been  handed  a 
signed  petition  for  a  ballot  vote  on  Articles  3,4,10  and  any  amend- 
ments there  to.   Bill  McCain  spoke  concerning  a  letter  from  Oct.  1986 
citing  Safety  Violations.  He  also  read  a  letter  from  legal  counsel 
advising  of  the  legal  responsibility  of  all  Board  Members  and  Town 
Officials  in  respect  to  these  safety  violations.  Mr.  McCain  said  he 
would  be  prepared  to  table  this  Article  as  it  doesn't  appear  to  be 
a  problem  in  the  eyes  of  the  Fire  Dept.  at  this  time.  During  dis- 
cussion Chief  Byrne  read  a  letter  that  he  had  just  received  from  the 
State  Fire  Marshall  stating  that  the  removal  of  the  tiles  would 
correct  the  deficiency.  Ike  Cross  presented  information  concerning 
the  age  of  other  area  schools.  He  also  discussed  the  safety  of 
related  materials.  After  lengthy  discussion  of  possible  short  and 
long  term  alternatives,  and  the  Budget  Committees  recomendation 
that  this  should  wait  for  a  Bond  Issue  next  year.  Bill  McCain  made 
a  motion  to  table  Article  3.  This  was  seconded  by  Don  Milner.  Ballot 
was  not  necessary  with  a  motion  to  table.  The  motion  was  carried  by 
a  voice  vote. 
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Article  4.   To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a' 
sum   not  to  exceed  Forty-One  Thousand  and  Five  Hundred  Dollars 
($41,500.00)  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  and  installing  windows 
and  window  panels  in  the  Swasey  School. Mary  Datro  moved  and  Don  Milner 
seconded  to  move  the  Article.  During  the  discussion  it  was  proposed 
by  Ike  Cross  that  window  replacement  should  be  part  of  an  overall 
Bond  Issue. Stan  Anderson  speaking  as  a  member  of  the  Building 
Committee,  said  that  he  is  personally  concerned  about  the  windows. 
He  fears  the  windows  ability  to  withstand  wind,  rain  or  a  hurricane. 
He  suggests  that  if  Article  4   is  defeated,  then  the  School  Board 
should  have  windows  safety  inspected.  He  feels  we  can  not  risk  having 
someone  hurt.  Opinions  were  stated  pro  and  con.  A  motion  was  made 
and  duly  seconded  to  bring  the  Article  to  ballot. A  voice  vote  carried 
this  motion.  Ballot  resulted  in  Yes-30  votes.  No-  75  votes.  The 
Article  was  defeated. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($5,000.00)  to  install  an  underground 
oil  tank.  Bill  McCain  moved  and  Don  Milner  seconded  to  move  the 
question  as  read.  Mr  McCain  relayed  information  from  the  Fire  Chief 
indicating  approval  for  the  installation  of  an  above  ground  tank. 
Therefore  Mr  McCain  motioned  and  Don  Milner  seconded  to  table  this 
Article.  A  voice  vote  carried  this  motion. 

Article  6.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School  Board 
and  Truant  Officer  and  fix  compensation  of  any  other  officers  or 
agents  of  the  District.  Mary  Datro  motioned  and  Bill  McCain  seconded 
to  accept  the  question  as  read.  The  vote  carried  by  a  voice  vote. 

Article  7.  To  haar  thte  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  committees,  or  officers 
chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto.  Bill  McCain  motioned 
and  Don  Milner  seconded  to  accept  the  Article  as  read.  There  was  no 
discussion  and  the  Article  was  carried  by  a  voice  vote. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  l.h  ?  Sc'iool  -Board 
to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend  without  further  action  by  the  School 
District  Meeting,  money  from  any  source  which  becomes  available 
during  the  fiscal  year.  Said  money  must  be  used  for  legal  purposes 
for  which  the  School  District  may  appropriate  money,  reouires  a 
public  hearing  on  the  action  to  be  taken;  must  not  require  the 
expenditure  of  other  School  District  funds;  and  shall  exempt  from 
all  provisions  of  RSA  32  monies.  Mary  Datro  motioned  and  Don  Milner 
seconded  to  move  the  question  as  read.  After  some  discussion  the 
Article  was  carried  by  a  voice  vote.

The  2  June  I988  payroll 
ends  with  check  number  002^30  and  the  I6  June  I988  payroll  starts  with 
check  number  002^32.  There  is  a  possibility  that  check  number  002^31 
was  voided  and  used  as  an  example  for  an  order  of  new  checks.  The  missing 
check  should  be  accounted  for  and  an  appropriate  notation  made  in  the 
records. 

During  the  year,  the  School  Board  went  into  Executive  Session  eleven  (ll) 
times.  On  only  one  occasion,  18  November  I988,  did  the  minutes  of  the 
Meeting  of  the  School  Board  state  the  purpose  and  results  of  the  Executive 
Session.  On  all  other  occasions,  the  minutes  of  the  Meeting  of  the  School 
Board  did  not  state  the  purpose  or  inaccurately  or  incompletely  indicated 
the  purpose  and  did  not  state  the  results  of  the  Executive  Session =  The 
School  Board  should  assure  that  the  minutes  of  School  Board  Meetings 
accurately  reflect  the  purpose  of  Executive  Sessions  and  contain  a  state- 
ment of  any  decisions  made  in  Executive  Session.

Stratham  and  Brentwood  are  currently  engaged  In  building  programs ,  and 
East  Kingston  and  Exeter  will  bring  proposals  to  their  respective 
communities  at  the  1939  School  District  Meetings . 

Renovations  and  additions  to  the  Exeter  AREA  High  School  are  in  the 
planning  stage  as  Exeter  has  engaged  the  services  of  an  architectural  firm 
which  has  developed  preliminary  plans  to  meet  the  perceived  building  needs.
